Let’s hope it does not 
overshadow our positive move forward as 
Pride Week approaches in Calgary, and 
many other cities across Canada. 
Somewhere in Cowtown there is a judge 
struggling to face up to the reality of this 
newly cosmopolitan city that we all live 
in—a community of communities, many of 
us having settled here in the last quarter 
century. 
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Personally, | would like to keep optimism 
in the forefront and anticipate a memorable 
season of proud celebrations. Our June 
issue will once again include a National 
Pride Guide, complete with details on 
celebrations here in Calgary, as well as 
other cities across Canada. In the 
meantime, you can look forward to some 
memorable festivities this summer. | know 
I’m proud of my role and Outlooks’ 
role—past and present—in helping Pride 
grow each year across this country.

To forgive is divine

I've never paid a lot of attention to the path one must follow in order to attain 
sainthood, figuring, | suppose, that in view of the fact that it all seems to be controlled 
by the Roman Catholic Church, it is neither a place | would want to be nor a place 
in which | would be wildly welcome. That said, I’m sure that attaining it is not a 
democratic process. Which leaves me wondering why, in this colourful day and age, 
we still cling, like grim death to a pauper, to the delusional notion that our leaders, 
both political and moral, are somehow saints—this, despite considerable proof, on 
any given day, that these leaders are, in fact, anything but saintly. 


The latest proof, of course, can be found in the strange, sad case of Member of 
Parliament—and yes, gay icon—Svend Robinson, whose announcement earlier this 
month that he had formed a rather unethical attachment to a very expensive 
diamond ring unleashed a storm of controversy and sent more than a titter running 
through numerous houses, not the least of which is the House of Parliament. 


Now, to declare prejudices right up front, though I’ve often disagreed with 
Robinson’s grandstanding style (just like I’ve disagreed with Ralph Klein’s, Stockwell 
Day’s and even Jack Layton’s and numerous others), he remains a man for whom | 
have the utmost respect and admiration—and not just because of his sexuality and 
the open way in which he has dealt with it. 


Despite his rather obvious taste for the spotlight, Robinson has, it seems to me, 
always stood and stood firmly for the rights of others—a fact underlined in rather 
bizarre fashion in the wake of this recent scandal. 


Speaking of Robinson’s politcal career, a rather pretty talking head from. the great 
grey Globe and Mail eulogised Robinson (somewhat prematurely, one hopes) by 
identifying him as a longtime champion for human rights and gay rights, too—shocking 
in the process, one might add, those of us who assumed that a fight for gay rights was 
in fact a fight for human rights, too. 


So, like many others, my first reaction to news of Robinson’s very public confession 
was purely one of shock, followed rather quickly (he admits sheepishly) by a momen- 
tary but fervent wish that if a prominent gay man were going to succumb to stress in 
such a public fashion, he’d do it by getting drunk and hitting a cop like so many 
straight guys do. What can | say? Sometimes it’s easier to take the boy from the 
closet than it is to take the closet from the boy. 


Still, just as | was launching into the whole notion that I’d been let down by another 
gay icon, it came crashing home that, like so many others, I'd fallen prey to the whole 
notion that my heroes just had to be saints. 


This, when the very things that had made them my heroes was the fact that they 
were so very human. Robinson didn’t perform miracles to change the world, the way 
saints are reputed to do, but rather slogged away day after day, changing the world in 
tiny little increments that have added up to big change. 


In the days since Robinson’s confession, I’ve thought a lot about both him and his 
situation—and here’s what | think. 


For openers, none of us can begin to imagine the pressures that have built up on 
the private side of his very public life—and, despite what many people think, he has 
no obligation whatsoever to share with us those very private pressures. I’m tired of 
the notion that by entering public life, one surrenders any right to privacy. 


The fact remains that, regardless of what those pressures were, as gay Canadians 
we live in a world that has been shaped positively in ways both large and small by 
Robinson and his convictions. And with the advent of Bill C250, it is a world that will 
continue to be shaped by them, one hopes, despite the fact that Christian funda- 
mentalists are in full cry that its passage will result in the Bible being labelled hate 
literature. (As an aside, one can only wonder how anyone could be so devoted to a 
book of which they have such a low opinion, but that’s a subject for another day.) 


Suggestions in the popular press that Robinson only confessed to his crime 
because he knew he’d already been caught are so ludicrous that one can’t even begin 
to know how to refute them, as are suggestions that if he were truly repentent, he 
would have hired a less high-profile lawyer. 


Finally, yes, if Robinson were an ordinary citizen, there is every possibility that he 
would have gone to jail for his actions, but rest assured that, in stealing a piece of 
jewellery, an ordinary citizen would not have been exposed to the level of national 
and even international humiliation that Robinson in now facing. Ditto for the level of 
vitriol that is being heaped on him by a right-wing press that finally sees the oppor- 
tunity to bring a gay man to his knees—which, make no mistake, is where, in their tiny 
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little minds, we all belong. And not for any interesting reason, either. 


After decades of being in the vanguard of the fight for gay rights, Robinson has 
faltered—as every human, gay or straight, it seems to me, inevitably must—unless of 
course, One is a saint. 


So, as a community, we no longer have the image of Saint Svend to hide behind. 
What we have instead is simply Svend the human being—a man, a gay man of 
principal, who clearly needs all the support we can give him right now.

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Resourceful rummaging

Manitobans suffer through some of the longest, coldest winters in Canada, but there 
are two sure signs of spring: geese and ducks returning from their southern sojourns, and 
the ubiquitous sprouting of yard and garage sale signs. 


The ‘Peg, often called “wholesale city”, loves a bargain and it seems to support a thriving 
yard sale industry that is way out of proportion to its actual size. One of the most 
popular is that put on to raise funds for the Rainbow Resource Centre in the poor West 
Broadway neighbourhood. 


It's being held Saturday May 8 from 9:00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. in the backyard of gay 
Winnipeg realtor Chris Krawchenko, who also happens to be president of the Rainbow 
Resource Centre this year. This is the ninth such event and it’s not only a fundraiser, but 
also a great chance to socialize and meet friends. Anywhere from 400 to 500 people 
usually show up, including a lot of straight neighbourhood people, kids in tow. 

Krawchenko has always loved haunting flea markets and yard sales himself and he 
knows how hard it is sometimes to raise money to support gay and lesbian programs. 

“We were always asking people to donate money but | realized quite a few in our 
community are on low incomes and can’t support us with cash, but they may have goods 
they want to donate,” he explains. “They can also volunteer time.” 

The first sale in 1995 was expected to make about $200. Instead, it raised $900 and 
paid the rent at the resource centre for three months. It also sparked a lot of social inter- 
action, with lots of seniors helping price and sort the donated goods. 

Krawchenko takes a couple of days off from work to help get things organized. A solid 
core of volunteers as well as his mother, Mary (who looks after the feeding and watering 
of volunteers and is famous for her egg salad sandwiches), also assists him. The yard sale 
has been held on various days in the past, but is now fixed for the Saturday before 
Mother's Day, since that seems to works best. 


Donations include a lot of clothing, books, small guiatee light fixtures, furniture, old

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stereo equipment and computers, sports equipment and general bric-a-brac. Everything 
is priced very, very reasonably, since many in the neighborhood live on small incomes and 
Krawchenko’s philosophy is to try to get most of the stuff sold. 


“The nickels and dimes do add up,” he says. “The neighbours know it’s a good sale and 
they can pick up clothing for themselves or their children at very low prices.” 


One year someone donated some chesterfields he thought were just too good to sell, 
so he donated them to the Rainbow Resource Centre for the offices. If winter sports 
gear such as skates or skis doesn’t sell, he donates that to the local community centre, 
which caters to many children unable to afford equipment. 


Any unsold leftovers are also sent to Value Village. 


One of the anecdotes Krawchenko loves to relate is the day some years ago when a 
woman pulled up to the sale early one morning in a car 
plastered with Christian messages and texts. “We had a 
lot of cribs and baby equipment and she bought every- 
thing up and had us put it in her car,” he recalls. “She 
must have spent about $200 and, though our prices are 
very reasonable, she wanted to talk them down.” 


As she was paying, she glanced ‘round and realized the 
event was likely meant to raise funds for charity, so she 
| asked which charity. Krawchenko calmly told her all 
| proceeds went to what was then known as the Gay and 
Lesbian Resource Centre. 


“She went five shades of white and you could see the 
emotions flitting across her face,’ he recalls. 
“She was torn because she knew she had a car 
full of bargains and she was obviously wondering 
if she should return them all and get her money 
back, since the charity caused her some problems!”

She looked around and noticed there were definitely straight people with children 
there, so the bargains won out. She said nothing, took the loot and drove off. 


Bargain hunters often arrive an hour before the sale, but no one gets in early. By the 
time it opens, up to a hundred shoppers are lined up behind a roped off area. In the past, 
weather could be problematic, but this year Krawchenko has 
a brand new double garage, which will easily fit all the sale continued opposite

“I suspect Lilly 
is actually a lesbian because she enjoys the sale and gets along very well with the crowd,” 
laughs Krawchenko, who's been selling homes for the past sixteen years. 


In the early years of the sale, he admits he bought tons of stuff himself, especially old 
magazines that he has collected for years. Homes and Gardens from the forties and fifties 
are a particular favourite. Now he’s trying to thin out his collection, so last year he 
donated a couple of boxes of his own magazines back to the sale.

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Here’s to Hue

In the dead of winter, after staring at the same old walls for months, many of us decide we 
want a change. Spurred on by Home & Garden Television and the distant worlds portrayed 
in glossy decorating magazines, our minds run wild with endless possibilities. And then it hits 
us: winter is the worst time to start an interior overhaul. Being Canada, the likelihood of 
having to trudge out into the snow is possible, if not guaranteed, and the desire to tackle a 
DIY project is often overshadowed by our natural instinct to cocoon during this stretch of 
dark mornings and short evenings. However, that was then; this is now. 


Painting is one of the quickest, most effective and economical ways to make a change and 
bring colour into your post-winter world. And spring is an excellent time to explore your 
“strokes of inspiration”: the days are longer, the light more plentiful and temperatures are 
generally warm enough for you to open up doors and windows to let your masterpiece (or 
pieces) dry “alfresco”. Besides, you literally had months to fuss and fumble with all the hot 
colours you saw recommended in the design mags, so coming to a decision (or several, if 
you're bold) shouldn't be too much of a chore. 


Colour, or hue, is a funny thing, an element of décor that’s tied to our emotions at a primal 
level. Ever fickle, it can embrace and inspire, or pull us down into the grey depths of depres- 
sion. Though often dictated by the whims of fashion, by and large, colour—and your 
response to it—is intensely personal. The most important thing to remember is that you're 
the one who has to live with it in your home. In other words, if “simply everyone” is using, 
say, Sage green in their interior and you hate sage green, then listen to the practical angel on 
your shoulder and not the trendy devil who tells you to follow the pack. If being trendy is 
important to you, when it comes to colour you can always accessorize with a small and 
unobtrusive something that captures the hue of the moment. Again, however, if a particular 
colour really is “bad on you”, then it’s probably best left on the pages of one of your posh 
periodicals! 


On your trip to the end of the rainbow, you may find a few terms that can throw you off 
as you're trying to concentrate on making a decision, so here’s an explanation of the most 
common words and phrases you're likely to encounter in the world of colour. 


Hue—Simply put: colour. 

Tint—The hue resulting when white is added to any colour. 
Shade—The hue resulting when black is added to any colour. 
Value—The term used to describe the lightness or darkness of a colour. 


Saturation—This generally refers to the “purity” of a colour. Without the addition of 
another colour, a pure hue has the highest saturation. 


Warm—Warm colours include members of the red, yellow and orange family, and are 
likely to inspire the strongest emotional responses. To the human eye, warm colours seem to 
“advance”; the degree to which this occurs often relates to the intensity of the hue. 


Cool—Cool colours include blue, green and purple tones, and are generally quite calming. 
Unlike warm colours, cool hues seem to “recede” in our eyes, again based on the value of the 
colour. 


Primary colours—Often mistaken as “childlike” colours, the primaries are red, yellow 
and blue. In various combinations, they are the basis for every other colour known to man. 


Non-colours—Black and white. ‘Nuff said. Grey, the love child of the two, is still consid- 
ered a non-colour, and will “tone” other hues it’s added to. 


Colour wheel—As the name suggests, a colour wheel is just that,a round 
tool (either two- or three-dimensional) that charts hues in a circle as they 
relate to one another [see left]. It’s believed that the idea of a circular colour 
diagram originated in 1666, with Sir Isaac Newton, and that this conceptual 


foundation has been explored and developed by everyone from scientists to 
artists ever since. 


Secondary colours—Those made from the primaries; include green, orange and purple. 


Tertiary colours—These are found between secondary colours and primary colours, 
such as blue-green, yellow-orange, red-blue and so on. 


Complementary colours—These are the hues found directly across from one another 
on the colour wheel, such as red and green or blue and orange. A colour will always seem 
brighter or more intense when placed next to its complement, and vice-versa.

The key principle when it comes to choosing colour is know thyself, and the best exercise 
for narrowing down your selections is the “glance and grab” approach. The idea is simple: 
walk up to a colour chip display in any home improvement or paint store and immediately 
reach for the ones that catch your eye. When you have a handful of swatches, start 
comparing them to one another within a colour family (i.e.: put all your greens together, all 
your blues together) and then narrow your choices down from there. Once you’ve 
reduced your options to a number you're comfortable with, leave the store. Repeat with 
other brands at other retail locations until you have a sizable yet manageable collection to 
consider. Remember, paint chips are free and intended for use as test strips, so take them 
home and live with them for awhile. See how they respond to different types of light. See 
how you respond to them in different types of light. See how they look with each other if 
you're planning to combine several in either a single colour scheme or in parts of an open 
concept space where they will come in direct contact with one another. The most impor- 
tant thing is not be too hasty in reaching a decision—a general rule of thumb is, if you enjoy 
a colour and feel comfortable with it for at least a week, you'll likely be able to live with it 
in your home for year or two, or however long you choose to stick with one scheme. If 
you're having trouble envisioning how a whole room will look based on one tiny colour 
swatch, try having a test batch made up with your “final” choice. Most retailers will mix 946 
ml. (or smaller) cans up for you to try on your wall or even a decent-sized scrap piece of 
wood. Seeing your selection closer to what would be “life size” can really affect the 
outcome of your “final-final” decision before the process advances too far. Many paint 
companies and stores also offer computer programs that let you try out a colour using a 
photograph of your space—just be careful not to put too much stock in these “gimmicks”, 
as the best test is one using actual paint on real materials. 


Once you've made your choice (or choices), be sure to prepare yourself and your space 
for the task ahead. Cover all vital items in the space you'll be painting or, better still, stash 
them in another room altogether. Put on your rubber gloves and wash the walls down with 
T.S.P. (trisodium phosphate) cleaner, and make sure they're dry before you start your 
project. If you can, get up early and wash the walls before you go buy your paint, that way 
they'll be dry when you return and you can jump right into the job. Always leave yourself 
plenty of time to get the work done—rushing a paint job is not only unpleasant, the final 
result can look truly shoddy under certain lighting conditions when you just “slap it on”. 


Be sure to buy more paint than you know is required, as saving extra for repair jobs, 
touch-ups or future matching (“big box” stores generally put the formula on the can) will 
make things a lot easier in the long run. Once you have all the recommended coats on your 
wall, live with your new colour for at least seventy-two hours before deciding you “hate” it. 
A colour change of any kind can deliver a jolt, so allow yourself a reasonable period to 
adjust. If you're using a tinted primer (recommended for very deep or very bright hues), 
follow through with the paint application before passing judgement—tinted primers on 
their own rarely resemble the colours they’re meant to support “behind the scenes”. 


If it turns out you do hate the new look, allow yourself a few days to calm down and relax 
before re-painting, one of the quickest, most effective and economical ways (sound familiar?) 
to solve a décor problem. W 


HELPFUL TIPS FOR MAKING COLOUR WORK FOR YOU 


Contrary to popular belief, dark colours will not make a room look smaller; however, 
contrast will. If you have sudden “jumps” from one colour to another within a room, it will 
make the physical limits of the space more obvious. Colour continuity can go a long way 
in creating “flow” and making a room look larger. Recent trends have seen the “wrapping” 
of colour in home spaces, with a single paint hue used for both walls and ceilings. If this 
concept seems too heavy, try softening the contrast between walls and ceiling by painting 
the latter in a tint of the former. 


If you're faced with bright colours that you can’t change (apple green carpet in a rental 
unit, for example) don’t try to downplay them with beige. Neutral tones will only make a 
bright colour pop, so try putting more colour with it to “even the score”. In the case of 
the apple green carpet, a coat of deep putty or a warm chocolate brown would do 
wonders, as would a Caribbean aqua hue or even a cantaloupe tone, paired with resort- 
inspired furniture. 


There are literally thousands of versions of white available in the marketplace, and many 
of them contain a wide variety of other subtle hues in order to adapt to various lighting 
conditions. When choosing white for your space, narrow your swatches down to no fewer 
than ten, and give yourself extra time to examine and consider your choices in various types 
of light at various points in the day in evening.

The first step is to cut and shape the nails. Peebles told me that it’s better not to 
cut your toenails beforehand, because cutting the nails is part of the procedure and 
gives an esthetician more to work with. “The best shape for the nails is straight across 
to prevent ingrown toenails, and do not cut them too short” she said. 


The cuticles are then cleaned and trimmed, and the skin around the nails is shaped 
to even it out and perfect the appearance. The nails are buffed to rid them of any 
ridges, which smoothes them out and creates shine and definition.

After the nails are treated, then it’s on to the soles of the feet to eliminate calluses. 
“Calluses are developed from applied pressure on the feet; | use a foot file or blade 


for very thick calluses,’ Peebles said, adding that a foot file is great to use at home for 
maintenance. She does, however, discourage people from using a blade on their own 
feet.“I’ve seen some very bad cases of cut up feet. Leave the blade to a professional.” 
It’s surprising how much dead skin builds up under your feet. 


When the time came for my foot and leg massage, | opted for a sea salt exfoliation, 
to rejuvenate my dry winter skin.

hop well known for his Lambda Award 


winning series Trials of My Queer Life as 
well as various advice columns and novels, 
prefaces his masterwork by emphasizing 
his role as a mere mortal and tour guide,

rather than an expert or some kind of 
sodomite savant. It’s refreshing, this 
modesty, and, as the book clearly attests, a 
most effective approach to a subject that 
is almost always rendered impotent by 
finger-wagging and __ holier-than-thou 
attitudes. 


To its credit, the title of Ultimate Gay Sex 
is more than just a little misleading. Much 
like Daniel Wolfe’s 2000 release Men Like 
Us, Ultimate offers an holistic approach to 
navigating life as a gay man. Although he 
acknowledges that sex is a huge part of 
what drives us (as non-pc as that may 
sound to some) Ford’s book triumphs 
because it is willing to explore the other 
avenues of existence that factor into the 
acceptance and development of our 
sexuality, without doing so in a vacuum. 
For many decades now—centuries, 
even—homophobes have succeeded in 
condemning us because they played up the 
carnal aspect of homosexuality, a strategy 


that puts the emphasis on practice and 


preference. In doing so, they were able to 
reduce our collective identity down to 
what are essentially matters of choice—a 
flawed argument, to be sure, but one that 
by and large proved an “easy sell” to the 
masses. For our part, post-Stonewall and 
certainly since the advent of AIDS, many in 
our community have gone to great lengths 
to disassociate themselves from a purely 
sexual identity, preferring to focus on 
other aspects of what is most commonly 
referred to as “the gay lifestyle” in order 
to gain acceptance. Ford, it seems, has 
done his part to bring this matter full- 
circle, finding the common ground where 


‘both sexual and social behaviour can co- 


exist comfortably, even exuberantly. 


Though he does not always explicitly 
state it, Ford demonstrates that everything 
about us—how we socialize, how we age, 
how we perceive ourselves in the world 
around us, to name only a_ few 
examples—is informed, but not defined, by 
our sexuality. It’s not surprising, then, that 
discussions on the mechanics of sex don’t 
even appear until almost halfway through 
the book. Instead, the author chooses to 
start at ground zero—the individual—and 
work up to matters of intercourse, both 
social and sexual, from there. 


Perhaps the most striking thing about 
Ultimate Gay Sex (other than plentiful and 
glorious photographic illustrations) is its 
sense of democracy... or diplomacy, 
depending on your standpoint. Whether 
it’s a look at coupledom vs. single life or a 
frank discussion of sexual practices, the 
tone of the book is neither idealistic nor 
judgmental. Early on, in a_ section 
dedicated to gay image, Ford writes: 


“Deep down, very few of us ever really feel 
that we've gotten it all right. But | have news. 
You don’t have to get it right. Today being gay 
means nothing and it means everything. It 
means you share one fundamentally impor- 
tant thing with a lot of other people. But 
sharing that one thing also frees you up to 
become whoever and whatever you want to.”

Despite the author’s often-philosophical — 
approach to his subjects, Ultimate Gay Sex | 
is anything if not practical. From hook ps 
and break-ups to SM play and STDs, the » 
book strives—and manages—to pack a | 
maximum amount of information into a 
minimum amount of space. In doing so, | 
Ultimate retains its edge over many other 
books of its kind, preferring to either 
touch on or tease the topics contained 
within rather than bogging the reader 
down with an excess of detail. For those 
in search of more in-depth material, Ford | 
offers comprehensive listings of both print 
and Web resources, as well as frequent 
reminders to consult appropriate profes- 
sionals on a variety of more serious issues. 
This is not to say, however, that Ultimate 
Gay Sex is in any way trivial or superficial. | 
It isn’t. Rather, Ford’s book offers an 
examination of subjects that, by their very | 
nature, invite further examination through — 
other means. Much like the men and 
mores the author takes on in this book, 
Ultimate Gay Sex is the sum of its parts, a 
mosaic of diverse experiences, -expres- : 
sions and activities rooted in sexuality. | 
And, on the whole, it’s a brilliant effort. |

Compared to most Edmonton GLBT community groups, the Northern Chaps is a 
particular hybrid of its own. The city’s leather scene is considerably larger than one might 
expect, with a strong mix of hetero and gay kink, less bound by gender than other 
Canadian cities. For close to twenty-five years, the Chaps have been active in nurturing 
that universal spirit, a diversity to be proud of for 2003’s Mr. Edmonton Leather, Scott 
Bryen. 


“There’s a cohesion here unheard of in other places in the world,” says Bryen. “The 
leather folk are typically not viewed any differently than, say, circuit boys, twinks and drag 
queens, and they're well respected. That's drifted right into the hetero community as well”. 

A liaison and public speaker at the Edmonton fe) 
Society (the city’s hetero BDSM group), Bryen adds 
that the society is a staunch supporter of the Chaps, 
and it’s not surprising to see members of both 
groups socializing at events. The Chaps’ other chie 
support comes from Woody’s Pub and Buddy’s| 
Nightclub, which usually host their bi-monthly and 
special events, including the annual Black Ice Night, 
when the group's executive is elected. In between is 
a multitude of meetings, parties, special events and 
fundraisers, often to benefit the larger queer 
community. 


For Bryen’s part, his year in the life of Mr: 
Edmonton Leather ends this June, when he passes on|~ 
his sash to 2004’s winner. Despite his ongoin 
modesty, it’s been a notably busy year for Bryen. In 
addition to public speaking, workshops, and the 
usual attendance at events as an ambassador for 
the community, Bryen is an outspoken activist, 
writing articles for the Northern Sash and acting as Prairie Regional representative for the 
Canadian Leather Alliance, which is currently planning Canada’s first National Leather 
Contest to announce Mr. and Ms Canada Leather. With less going on in Calgary these 
days (Mr. Calgary Leather has been inactive for two years), there’s added pressure to 
represent the province.

Before he passes the sash, Bryen has bigger fish to fry these days: he’s currently 
preparing to compete for Edmonton at Chicago’s International Mr. Leather on Memorial 
Day Weekend. It’s a weekend he’s been fundraising for all year, to the tune of $5,000. And, 
after several successful fundraising events, he’s happy to have raised most of it. 


“We have one more upcoming fundraiser this May,’ says Bryen.“The last one we held 
at Buddy’s had a variety of people there. It was very humbling”. 


Originally, Bryen hadn’t thought of competing in the event until he was talked into it by 
Ties That Bind author Guy Baldwin, the renowned psychotherapist and former International 
Mr. Leather who has become a sort of guru for all things leather. Since then, he’s been 
training for the event, which combines a clever blend of congeniality and physical 
showmanship. 


“It’s not a popularity contest like a drag ball,” explains Bryen.“The event lasts about five 
days, and incorporates several bouts of public speaking. Judges watch how you speak on 
behalf of your community.” 


That's not to say Bryen hasn't been working out five times a week at two hours a shot 
for the last twelve months, with a diet aimed at zero fat. With an expected fifteen to 
twenty thousand in attendance, an international jury of nine and close to eighty competi- 
tors, one can expect a lot of gear on display at the upcoming event. 


“There’s usually four to five floors of vendors at the hotel”, Bryen says. “I'll likely be 
wearing the usual lace up boots, uniform shirt, gloves, wrist guards, sash...” 


In between events like “High Protocol Gear” and “Pecs and Personalities”, the competi- 
tion narrows down contestants to twenty before putting them in the hot seat for a ninety- 
second speech on how they serve their community (as far as I’ve heard, there’s no actual 
hot seat). After four or five appearances in minimal wear and pop questions on just about 
anything, it’s a high-pressure long weekend complete with high-gear events. 


So how will Bryen represent Edmonton? What will he say to represent the community? 
At the moment, he’s still pinning it down, but says it will likely be a reflection of the Chaps’ 
own universal spirit. Bryen points me to a quote from one of his articles about commu- 
nity leadership and responsibility, with a mantra close to his heart: 
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“| will treat everyone with the respect | would expect to be given to myself. In this way 
| can begin to reclaim the rich history that is our tribe’s heritage and in that way encourage 
our Elders to come out of hiding. | hope to lead by example and encourage others to do 
the same”. W 


GLCCE UPDATE 


Pursuant to forewarnings earlier this spring, the Gay and Lesbian Community Centre of 
Edmonton (GLCCE) is no longer. At its Annual General Meeting in March, GLCCE’s member- 
ship voted to dissolve the organization at the end of July, due in part to lack of growth, inade- 
quate finances and poor participation. a 


All is not lost. In place of GLCCE’s former board, a new, nine-member interim team was 
established to set up the infrastructure for a new organization that would replace GLCCE 
immediately after its dissolution. Part advisory committee, part board, the new active execu- 
tive already held a town hall meeting onApril |2 at Edmonton City Hall, where they presented 
an ambitious new plan based on research and input from Edmonton’s GLBT community. 


“Our next step is to develop an action plan”, assures interim co-chair and spokesperson 
Kathy Da Silva.“‘In addition to the plan, the interim board is trying to maintain current services 
in the best way possible.” 


Under an umbrella group temporarily called “Pride Centre of Edmonton”, the proposed 
centre will be divided into four areas to better serve the city’s GLBT community, relying less 
on volunteers and more on paid staff. Each department has a temporary working title of its 
own: the “Pride Health and Human Services Clinic” will be a clinic staffed by health profes- 
sionals in the community;““Pride Education and Gareer Services” will continue and expand an 
current education programs and outreach; “Pride Cultural Services” will provide recreational 
and facility services and support the centre’s operations, and “Pride, the Charity” will be a non- 
profit group dedicated to giving the centre what it strongly lacked—a charitable framewo 
for fundraising and donations. 


As her board establishes its action plan for what-some are calling an overly ambitious 
project, Da Silva was unable to comment outside of releasing a detailed report on the centre's 
revitalization, insisting all communication remain as transparent as possible for the time being.

“Two girls. Two guitars. It may have been done before, but not quite like this,’ reads 
the bio of Toronto’s Vyletz, yet don’t rush to compare the lesbian duo to the likes of other 
rockin’ dykes like Calgary natives Tegan and Sara. They don’t mind the girl rock compar- 
isons, but asking either of the women to define their own sound results in words like 
“pop”, “rock”, “folk” and “acoustic” being tossed around with equal measure. However 
you describe their indie sound, Liz and Michelle are determined to carve their own way 
to stardom with their eclectic style. 


The two met while working for Rogers (as in cable), and it didn’t take long for the 
once-solo artists to decided to take a stab at becoming a duo. The two haven’t stopped 
since. Not long after deciding to collaborate, these two driven singer/songwriters hit the 
studio with the intention of simply putting together a demo. What unexpectedly came 
out of that session was Vyletz’s 200! debut album, Galactic Cherry Delay, which they 
recorded in just two hours. In less time than it takes to watch Lord of the Rings, the 
ambitious girls quickly added to their presence on the local alternative music scene. Their 
union is a case of rock and roll meets Yin and Yang—Liz brings her hard edge to the group 
while Michelle (or Chelle, as she prefers to be called) offers up her melodic vocals.

Vancouver's dog-eat-dog financial district seems an 
unlikely setting for a discussion on faith, hope and 
charity, but that’s exactly what’s happening on the 36th 
floor of the imposing Royal Bank tower. 


In a meeting room usually reserved for high-stakes 
deal-making, RBC Financial Planner Cheryl Friesen and 
Account Manager Brent Bazinet are focused on gay 
equality, diversity, health, and women’s issues.A floor-to- 
ceiling wall of glass offers a breathtaking view of some 
of Canada’s priciest real estate, but Friesen and Bazinet 
seem oblivious to the panorama as they outline Royal 
Bank’s recent gift of $23,500 to four high-profile groups 
in the gay community. 

That a big bank would even consider supporting GLBT 
causes is an amazing turn of events. In the not-too- 
distant past, after all, most gays and lesbians remained 
hidden in the closet when dealing with Canada’s ultra- 
conservative financial insti- 
tutions. 


“Those days are gone,” 
says Friesen, who describes Off 
today’s open door attitude 
as “a huge achievement 
[that’s] making a difference 4 
in the lives of a lot of ~ 
people.” 


It’s an achievement 
that many Canadians 
don’t seem to notice, 
something Bazinet attrib- 
utes to a reluctance by 
the big banks to “blow 
their horns in 
public...” 


“Banks generally 
don’t do that, and 
certainly RBC 
doesn't,” he says, “but 
the fact is, Royal 
Bank...[is] the largest 
corporate giver in 
Canada.” 


When banks make 
the news, it’s usually for 
their record high profits, increasing service fees, or 
complaints about their lending or cheque cashing 
policies. Rarely are they lauded for their key role in the 
economy, or the tens of thousands of jobs they provide. 
The banks get little credit for being among the first 
employers to offer same-sex benefits or for diversity 
policies which for years have protected the rights of gay 
and lesbian employees.

Despite the negative press, they usually give anyway. 


The Royal Bank was the largest corporate donor to 
Vancouver’s Dr. Peter Centre, with a gift of $150,000 
dollars. The bulk of the recent $23,500 package from 
the RBC Foundation is again, earmarked for people 
living with HIV. Funding was approved for The Centre, 
A Loving Spoonful, Friends For Life and AIDS Vancouver. 


“Funding is a constant struggle for non-profit 
agencies,” stresses Executive Director Sue Moen of A 
Loving Spoonful, and says in a release that she’s happy to 
have the support because “every dollar counts.” Her 
organization provides free meals to people living with 
HIV and AIDS in the Vancouver area. 


RBC’s Cheryl Friesen and Brent Bazinet 


Stephen Smith of AIDS Vancouver says his group is 
“thrilled to receive this grant,’ which will be used to 
support food bank services. “RBC has been a strong 
supporter of World AIDS Day for years,” he adds. 


Donna Wilson, Executive Director of The Centre, will 
use the funds to improve delivery of “information, 
referral and peer support services.” Friends For Life 
will direct its grant to the Home Team program, which 
works to improve and extend the lives of people living 
with HIV and AIDS. 


Bazinet says it’s important for community groups to — 
know that funding is available, especially for operating — 
budgets and programs. “I think, though, what’s really 
nice about working with these organizations is that we 
don’t just suggest they apply, but we actually work with 
them through the application process,” he says. 


In addition to commu- 
nity grants, and_ its 
support for gay and 
lesbian staff members, 
RBC is helping GLBT 
customers understand 
how evolving legislation 
can affect their personal 
finances. “Not every= 
body is aware of the 
impact,’ says Friesen, who feels customers need, 
and want more information. 


A recent RBC session—how to claim a sam 
sex partner as a spouse for income tax 
purposes—was expected to attract about fifty 
people to the Coal Harbour Community Centr 
Instead, more than 200 showed up.

money promoting themselves, but haven’t reall 
taken the time to determine what the product offering 
should be,” he says. “It’s easy to be able to say ‘treat 
everybody the same and treat everybody with respect, 
but it’s much more difficult to actually implement, 
because different people have different needs.” 


He says RBC has been involved from the beginning’in — 
the long process of developing and serving the GLBT 
market, and “this is the very culmination of it—the/ 
giving.” 

Despite the sea change in attitude and the dollars 
flowing into the community, some people still feel the 
banks could do more. Bazinet admits it’s one step at 4 
time. 


“People may say this isn’t going to change the world, 
he concludes, “but | think it makes a big difference.”

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To generations of British Columbians and newlyweds from around the world, Victoria has 
held a charm as a place to celebrate newly affirmed love. There’s something about the island 
city’s Old English style, with innumerable gardens and double-decker buses, that appeals to our 
sense of romance. This is especially true in springtime, when Victoria practically explodes with 
colours and foliage, and the city does double duty as both the provincial capital and the honey- 
moon capital. And, with the advent of gay marriage in Canada (or at least B.C., in this case), 
staid old Victoria may get a dose of colour apart from the tulips! 


For us, Victoria seemed like the place to go after our quiet and beautiful wedding ceremony 
last month. We happen to live in Tsawwassen, where the ferries leave for the ports of 
southern British Columbia, including Swartz Bay, near Victoria. Getting there is half the fun 
when travelling to Vancouver Island; the ninety-minute cruise takes you through some of the 
world’s most glorious scenery, edging around other ships, fishermen and sailboats as you skim 
between the Gulf Islands. The moment you disembark the ferry, the distinctive geography of 
the island is evident, from the arbutus trees with their paper-like bark to the jutting rocks that 
add character to the parks and front yards of the island. 


Victoria’s natural beauty has been well complemented by architects, arbourists and artists, 
who have created buildings, sculptures, parks and gardens that draw visitors who like to mix 
more than a bit of nature with creature comforts. Victoria defines the West Coast lifestyle, 
offering visitors so many choices that it can be a challenge to plan your trip. For those into 
outdoor pursuits, Victoria has water galore—freshwater and saltwater fishing and diving, 
whale-watching and other wildlife viewing opportunities abound. On land, there's golf 
(Victoria gets a fraction of Vancouver’s notorious rainfall), garden tours and the world- 
renowned Galloping Goose trail, which is a must-ride for serious cyclists. (A pal who has done 
it says Victoria may appear less “hilly” than the mainland, but the Galloping Goose was more 
challenging than she had anticipated.) Victoria is also the provisioning point for many of the 
hikers who attempt the West Coast Trail, an arduous and magnificent (I’m told) trek up the 
west side of Vancouver Island. :

Victoria is also the beginning of the line for 
the historic E & N Railway. Standing for 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo, the E & N was 
completed in 1886 (That's ancient history by 
West Coast standards) and the last spike was 
pounded by none other than Sir John A. 
MacDonald himself. For train buffs, its route 
through Duncan, Chemainus, Qualicum Beach, 
Nanaimo and Mount Washington offers stunning 
vistas and a peek into First Nations history, the 
local forestry industry and maybe the peal of § 
bagpipes at a stop in Nanaimo’s Bastion, an 1853 & 
fortification. 


Victoria has always been a big museum city. g 
Perhaps it's the unique colonial history of the 
region—it was, among other things, an impor- 
tant stop for gold rushers headed for Alaska 150 | 
years ago—and the Royal British Columbia = 
Museum is the jewel in the crown. Beginning this 
July, the museum hosts “Eternal Egypt: Masterworks 
of Ancient Art form the British Museum’”—the only western Canadian and Pacific Northwest 
location for what is billed as a remarkable exhibit. 


E3| Empress-ive sight: the grande dame of 
Victoria’s hotels 


Victoria is also home to the Maritime Museum of British Columbia, the Naval and Military 
Museum (at CFB Esquimalt) and Craigdarroch Castle (originally the home of the coal baron 
who built the E & N). Then there’s the Royal London Wax Museum, which is a whole other 
experience. Peopled by replicas of royalty, politicians and Hollywood elite, the museum has 
been a fave of visitors, especially kids, who have marvelled over the years at the particularly 
grotesque dungeon of horrors. 


Butchart Gardens is the world-renowned monument to the flora and fauna of Vancouver 
Island, enlivening an old 130-acre quarry site with seasonally adjusted sights. But you don’t 
need to pay or travel out of the city’s heart to view Victoria's flora: Beacon Hill Park, in 
downtown's James Bay neighbourhood, is an afternoon delight. To get more of a feel for the 
coast, a drive through the miles of shore along Dallas Road provides not only some of the 
natural wonders, but some of the architectural and historic treas- ~~ CRESS 
ures of Victoria’s older and wealthier hoods. For an impressive

and inexpensive glimpse of the high life, take a round-trip on a 
ity transit bus through the Uplands neighbourhood. The houses 
are eas and you might even recognize the settings of some of Hollywood 
North(west)’s more memorable series and television commercials. 


Suffice to say,Victoria has indoor and outdoor activities for all interests. But we were on 
our honeymoon and looking for a little extravagance. And when generations of British 
Columbians and other newlyweds have sought extravagance, their eyes have turned to 
Victoria's majestic Empress Hotel. There are other fabulous places to stay in Victoria—the 
Magnolia (a stone’s throw away from the Empress), Laurel Point, the new Coast Harbourside 
and the recently re-done Hotel Grand Pacific among them—but for Paul and |, there was 
something especially perfect about a weekend at the Empress. The imposing Chateau-style 
hotel is wrapped up in the lore of Canadian history and we, in our small way, were celebrating 
a monumental historic event of our own, at a time in Canadian history when truly historic 
social progress is being made. (Even though Paul nixed the “Just same-sex married” sign | 
wanted to put on the car.) 


The Fairmont Empress shares the vista of the 

; capital city’s Inner Harbour with B.C’s 
Parliament Buildings; the two 
landmarks were designed by the same 
architect and were meant to be 
complementary. (There’s intrigue 
here, too. In addition to the ghosts said 
to haunt the halls of the Empress, the 
architect, Francis Rattenbury, was 
famously libidinous, but so, it turned 
out, was his second wife and 
Rattenbury met his end at the hands 
of his own chauffeur—his wife’s lover.) 


The hotel was named for Queen 
Victoria, in tribute to her role as colonial empress of India, and the Empress makes much of 
the connection, both to Victoria (the queen) and to India. History is everywhere in the Empress, 
including memorabilia from countless Royal visits and Hollywood sightings. As well, the 
Empress has spent much of the last century as the province's de facto seat of power—top 
politicians have lived in the hotel over the years and the restaurants and lounges of the 
sprawling hotel are ideal for discreet meets. Which, to bring it back to us, is pretty much what 
we were looking for. 


Like the other hotels and resorts built in Canadian railway style, it’s easy to get lost in the 
maze of hallways and floor plans. We found our way, though, being rewarded with a bottle of 
Champagne and a silver tray of chocolate-dipped strawberries once inside our opulent honey- 
moon suite on the Fairmont Gold floor, where romantic music was playing as we entered the 
room. Fairmont Gold guests have access to a luxurious lounge on the floor, with hors d’oeu- 
vres at night and a fine breakfast in the morning. 


We did the Victoria thing in the afternoon, wandering the Inner Harbour and poking 
around the shops and curiosities of the charming, quiet downtown. We didn’t indulge because 
we had dinner planned in the hotel's traditional dining room, but ReBar—yes, the one that 
spawned the now-famous cookbook—is located in downtown Vietoria and reportedly lives 
up to its fabulous reputation. Other brilliant dining opportunities abound, including the very 
informal Barb’s Fish & Chips on Fisherman’s wharf (sea lions occasionally stop by to beg) and 
Spinnakers in the Songhees district, which offers fabulous, fresh food and a spectacular view 
of the Parliament Buildings as they light up at night. Also be sure to check out Market Square, 
a multilevel collection of restaurants and stores located near the waterfront, and the many 
other shops located adjacent. Government and Fort streets are both great for shopping, the 
latter being an antique enthusiast’s dream. 


As for our dinner, however, we had made our choice and were glad for it. The Empress 
Room chef, Rob Cleland (who has apparently become something of a Victoria institution 
himself) says he “eats, sleeps and breathes food”—welcome to the club! Dinner was a stroll 
through a gallery of his glorious creations, though his food was not the only art. The Empress 
Room is steeped in tradition and has succeeded in recreating what appears to be a truly 
Victorian dining room, while avoiding the potential for dowdiness. The room is monumental, 
befitting the hotel itself, and the food lives up to the room. 


My wild sockeye with root vegetable gratin and Paul’s New York steak were both excel- 
lent, but it was the pleasant and unexpected flairs that made the meal perfect. An “amuse 
bouche” and sorbet led us from course to course, beginning with the surprising delight of 
cold cauliflower soup, a demi-tasse of cream-rich white velvet so unique | will never look at 
the lowly cauliflower with quite the same nonchalance. The evening ended (the dining part, 
anyway) with the chef's special-ordered chocolate souffle, which | will not, in futility; attempt 
to justify with words, and three ribbons of magnificent creme brule, each flavoured by a 
different liqueur. After dinner, we visited galleries and shops in the Empress itself, which offer 
the works of some of the finest west coast artists, including innovative First Nations sculp- 
tures and masks. 


But perhaps the defining Empress experience is Afternoon Tea. Served at lunchtime in the 


vast open portico off the hotel’s main lobby, tea is served, apparently, as it was a century ago 
in London or its finer colonial outposts. There's tea, and it’s good, but yourre really there for 
the cucumber finger sandwiches and scones, which are served with Jersey cream (a cousin of 
Devon cream, but sweeter) and preserves. These are followed by exquisite petit fours, which | 
attempted to consume with the restraint and delicacy they deserved. 


This July, the hotel’s Bengal Lounge celebrates its 50th birthday (though under different 
names). Remember those old movies where gentlemen sip brandy and smoke pipes in club 
chairs surrounded by lush fabric-covered walls and dark woods? The Bengal Lounge started 
life as the hotel’s “reading and writing room,’ became one of just three liquor-licensed estab- 
lishments in Victoria during the uptight 1950s. In 1967, it was revamped to reflect Queen 
Victoria's traditional role as Empress of India. A curry buffet, live jazz and an imaginative drink 
menu are on offer to guests who sit in rattan furniture below ceiling fans amid the trappings 
of colonial India. (The Victorian colonial theme continues in Kipling’s, an airy but elegant buffet 
and a la carte dining room that's, let's say,a tad less formal than the Empress Room.) 


The Empress has caught the eye of Conde Nast Traveler magazine, which has declared it one 
of the best places to stay in the world three out of the last four years, and Travel and Leisure 
magazine readers voted it one of the world’s top 500 properties. 


Two years ago, the Empress opened its new $6-million Willow Stream spa, with healing 
mineral waters and a range of personal services. Even without a visit to the spa, our weekend 
passed like we were floating on a cloud. Though it was over too soon we will carry the 
memory, as generations of newlyweds have done before us, of the first glorious hours of 
married life spent in the blissful lap of everything-done-right luxury. Until the 1980s, there 
were a number of elderly ladies who lived in the hotel. Known as the Empress Dowagers, 
one imagines they had a fairly delightful existence living out their years in the luxury we tasted 
for just a weekend. Perhaps Paul and | will be back to revive the dowager tradition in a few 
years.

A “Lover's Escape” package is offered this season at the Empress, beginning at $319 for a 
one-night visit, including dinner in the Empress Room. For more about the Empress or the 
Fairmont chain, visit www.fairmont.com. lf that’s not in your budget, Victoria has a vast 
range of accommodations (as previously mentioned), much of it right in the few blocks around 
the Inner Harbour, adjacent to almost everything you want to see. The Victoria accommo- 
dations reservations hotline can be reached at |-800-663-3883. 


Victoria is a restaurant city and local ingredients like white asparagus (in season during our 
visit) and a variety of seafood and game, are the highlights of many local menus. The best 
advice is always to forage, but the fish and chips are a specialty of this English-themed city and 
the ethnic restaurants that have sprung up in recent years offer variety well beyond the 
English standbys one might have been limited to a few decades ago. W

Weathering the challenges

In times like these (there have always been times like these’, but the past few years 
really seem to qualify as ‘times like these’), its comforting to know that people have the 
option of mucking about in the dirt and making something beautiful grow when it all gets 
to be too much for them. At least for a few months of the year... in some parts of the 
country. 


Gardening on the prairies has always been a bit of a challenge: long, bitter winters 
combined vith the dry summers of late and the eternal possibility of hail ups the ante 
F green thumbs of any stripe. In the nine years I’ve lived in Calgary, snow 
me point or other, in every month of the year. (As | write this, on April 
: is still snow on the ground and more on the way.) Global Television recently 
reported that it will take until at least August for the mountain of ice in Winnipeg's munic- 
ipal “snow dump” to melt. When temperatures do warm up, Saskatchewan (and likely its 
neighbours either side) can look forward to. the possibility of a near-biblical invasion of 
grasshoppers. VVhat to do, what to do... run for the bottle? Throw in the towel? 


According to those “in the know’, preparation and patience is all it really takes to reap 
the rewards ofa beautiful prairie garden. However, if one does even a fundamental bit of 
research, one soon-discovers that the broad, flat stretch of land between the Rockies and 
the Shield is nothing if.not complex. Frequently lumped together as a single zone, 
Canada’s prairie region is surprisingly diverse when it comes to climate and vegetation. | 
soon discovered this while chatting with two people who have made it their business to 
successfully tackle landscape and — design in one of the Canadian midwest’s most 
temperamental cities, Calgary. y 


June Burton, of A June Garden, B erally hails from “down at and has spent the | 


better part of three decades acquainting herself with the horticultural peccadilloes f her 
new/(ish) home. Jay Haber! is the general Wenager of este Landscape, a Calgary-based 
full-service design and maintenance fir ree that, while Cowtown offe 
*deners a variety of challenges, none ° great as to be insurmountable. 
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ments—mostly organic ones—is what Tuins many gardens. Everybody overfertilizes to 
get those big, ‘poofy’ blooms, and that can cause a shrub or perennial to go into a spastic 
growth rate and almost burn itself out. A short growing season coupled with overfertil- 
ization means the plants don’t have time to mature and ‘harden off’ prior to a killing frost. 
People are going for the short-term effect and losing the benefits of actually cultivating a 
strong, healthy garden.” 


The two cite timing as a major factor in planting successfully, and feel that many are too 
quick to reach for the trowel once they see their first robin. “Most people think that it’s 
fine to plant after the May 24th weekend, but our rule of thumb is June Ist,’ Haber! says. 
“Typically the last heavy frost occurs with the last full moon.” 


Burton’s feelings on the matter echo those of Haberl’s. “I’ve tracked frost dates here 
for thirty years and I’ve seen it as late as june /th and as early as August 2|st,’ she says. 
“And Calgary is renowned for its spring and early summer snowfalls.” 


She's quick to point out, however, that the odd 
‘freak’ snowstorm in July or August is no cause for 
any great concern. “At that point [snow] acts as an 
insulator and the plants are mature enough to take 
it,” Burton says. “But a killing frost before the end of 
May will do a lot of things in. People get mad at me 
when | won't let them plant too early—t only let 
them have one pot and | tell them to cover it up until 
the time is right!”

Burton and Haberl are Unanimous in their asser- 
tion that Calgary gardeners need not let the limitations of their citys climate limit them, 
and that a sense of adventure is key. “There’s a misconception about only planting in the 
spring and fall in Calgary,’ Haber! states. “As long as you can dig a hole you can plant 
something, and there's always a fifty-fifty chance that it'll make it. Although, obviously, with 
‘softer’ plant material you have to wait until the time is really right” 


“There are some perennials and shrubs that are not typically considered prairie plants’ 
that actually do quite well here,’ Burton offers. “I love the Explorer and Parkland series 
roses, which are totally hardy here. What can be considered ideal in this climate is really 
a matter of how much work a gardener is willing to do.” 


When it comes to discussing trends in gardening, both Haberl and Burton are reluc- 
tant to cite specifics, preferring instead to focus on their clients’ needs and tastes. “Id 
actually rather have a client give me a budget and an idea of what they want from their 
yard and then | come up with an environment that suits them, Burton says. “If | had to 
say something, I'd say that grey and burgundy ar yellow and burgundy combinations are 
big right now; and | think grasses have ‘hz : 


“Were 
seeing lots of development on the edge ‘tity and developers are now interested in 
building communities, which, of course, require specifi c landscaping,” he says. “I also see 
people taking that cocooning instinct out into their yards and gardens; since September 
| 1th we've seen an increase in the money and care people are putting into their yards.” 


Like Burton, Haberl places the greatest emphasis on the needs and tastes of the 
individual customer. ‘| love a blank canvas: no budget concerns and a client who wants 
the best looking place in the city—the only constraint being what will work in Calgary.

If there’s one thing the Brits do well, it’s 
putting queer life on the screen in a way 
that puts North Americans to shame. 
And if there’s one thing the BBC excels at 
in particular, it is period dramas. Put the 
two together, and you get Tipping The 
Velvet, a saucy lesbian period-drama, set in 
London during the 1890s. 


Based on the book by Sarah Waters, the 
film follows the life of Nancy “Nan” Astley 
(Rachael Stirling) from a stint as an oyster 
girl in Whitstable to the stages of London’s 
music halls with her first love, Kitty Butler 
(Keely Hawes). Kitty is famous for 
performing her stage show dressed in 
gentleman’s clothes, and when Nan first 
becomes enamoured with her, Kitty asks 
Nan to help out as her dresser backstage. 
When Kitty gets a contract in London, she 
offers to take Nan with her and Nan 
jumps at the chance. It isn’t long before 
Nan joins her onstage as Nan King, a 
similar, if perhaps better, drag performer 
than Kitty herself. As the two become 
the toast of the town, they also become 
“sweethearts” (as Nan rather quaintly 
puts it). 

When Kitty agrees to marry their 
manager, Walter Bliss (John Bowe) for the 
sake of convenience, Nan is heartbroken 
and flees the theatre scene, continuing to 
work in drag as a rent-boy, and then as the 
companion of an eccentric wealthy widow, 
Diana Letherby (Anna Chancellor). It was 
this section, the majority of the film’s 
second part, that | found most interesting. 


OurLeQKs 


Diana’s world is the bawdy lesbian scene 
that you never read about in Victorian 
novels or see in other period dramas, full 
of gender playacting and the power games 
that come from the wealthy keeping their 
lovers as servants. But all things—good or 
otherwise—must come to an end, and 
Nan is thrown out of Diana’s world of 
privilege into the working class world of 
Florence (Jodhi May) and her brother 
Ralph (Hugh Bonneville), a transition that 
provides the bulk of the film’s third part. 


Tipping the Velvet is well shot, and brings 
the period to life in a way that has perhaps 
never been seen on screen before. There 
is a good blend of romance, heartbreak 
and humour to keep the film from getting 
either too depressing or too cloyingly 
sweet. In terms of production, there is 
only one scene that made me cringe—it’s 
snowing out, and it’s so cold that the 
Thames has frozen over. And yet, Nan and 
Florence can walk across London Bridge 
without being bundled up and without 
condensation on their breath, in what is an 
obviously mediocre bluescreen effect. I’m 
sure that all Canadians will share my 
horror at how badly a winter scene like 
that comes off, no matter what the inten- 
tion. The other ‘downer’ was the constant 
repetition of the one song Kitty and Nan 
sang, which quickly grew tiresome. 


Compared to the novel, the film was a 
faithful interpretation up until the third 
part (which speeds up the pace of events 
and collapses some of them together). 
Where it deviates most is in the entire 
chain of events that affect Florence, 
starting from their first meeting in part 
two to their reconnection in part three. 
The film portrays Nan’s character as far 
less naive and much more calculating than 
her literary counterpart, but this is doubt- 
less for the sake of pacing, until the third 
part, where Nan and Florence nearly trade 
temperaments. At this point, it seems 
that it was done to allow for more growth 
in Nan’s onscreen character, much more 
so than in the novel. The endings also 
differ significantly—the film’s being far 
more cinematic and, dare I say 
“Hollywood”, than that of the novel. 
Overall, however, Tipping the Velvet was 
most enjoyable and, because of the 
original miniseries format, it allows the 
viewer the option of watching all three 
hours at once, or spreading them out over 
the course of a few evenings. W
